At the 
next meeting March 17, 1984 was called to 
order at 7:30a.m. by Vice President Joan 
Kemp and the main items of business were 
the election of a President and the selection 
of aname for the Club.

Another much anticipated ARRL Field 
Day event has come and gone. The club’s 
effort for 2010 was from the QTH of Steve 
Brown, NOLC. Steve graciously volunteered 
to host the event out in the open fields south 
of Franklin where we could string antennas 
and set up our portable operation for the day. 
We were afforded some luxuries that are not 
always available in the “field” during these 
annual excursions. Such things included a 
gas grill for cooking burgers and franks (by 
Steve), a covered picnic area to consume the 
noon feast, ample shade trees, and best of 
all, an available indoor bathroom (with air 
conditioning). 

Start time for the contest is 1800 UCT

leisurely get everything set up and operational 
before lunch. The timing worked out pretty 
well. It was a very hot day, and by the time 
we got the a mast erected, antennas strung 
and raised, the shelter assembled, and the 
tables and radio equipment set up it was 
noon. We operated Class 2A, which is the 
club designation with 2 transmitters in simul- 
taneous operation. We used N9LC as our 
call sign this year. Steve NOLC operated 
one position while Steve K9DY and Dave 
KB9LOT took shifts at the other operating 
position. 

The band conditions were pretty good 
on 10-20-40 meters and we even heard 
some openings on 6 meters, but were unable 
to make any contacts. We operated for 
about 5 hours and made 65 total contacts, all 
on SSB. Nine were on 40 meters, 36 were 
on 20 meters and 20 were on 10 meters. 

We contacted 29 different ARRL sections 
including 2 Canadian provinces. Dave even 
bagged a contact on 20 meters with W1AW, 
the ARRL flagship station in Newington, CT.

First Half of 2010 Sees Upswing in New 
Amateur Radio Licenses 


ARRL News: 07/13/2010 

With more than 18,000 new Amateur 
Radio licenses issued in the first half of this 
year — 18, 270 to be exact — 2010 is 
shaping up to be a banner year for Amateur 
Radio. So far, the number of new licenses 
issued by the FCC in 2010 is outpacing the 
January-June 2009 totals by almost 8.5 
percent; at this time last year, the FCC had 
issued 16,844 new licenses. 

In 2009, a total of 30,144 new licenses 
were granted, an increase of almost 7.5 
percent from 2008. In 2005, 16,368 new 
hams joined Amateur Radio’s ranks — just 
five years later, that number had increased by 
almost 14,000, a whopping 84 percent! The 
ARRL VEC is one of 14 VECs who admin- 
ister Amateur Radio license exams. 

As of June 30, 2010, there are 694,346 
licensed Amateur Radio operators in the US, 
an almost 1 percent rise over all of 2009. In 
2009, there were 682,500 licensed Amateur 
Radio operators in the US, an almost 3 
percent rise over 2008. In 2008, there were 
663,500 licensed amateurs; there were 
655,800 in 2007. Broken down by license 
class at the end of June 2010, there were 
16,299 Novices, 342,064 Technicians, 
154,284 Generals, 60,059 Advanced and 
121,640 Amateur Extra licensees. 


Editor's Note: MARC has been blessed 
with a strong and active VEC Team headed 
up by Dave Wendt, KASOOH, SK. In 
January 2010 he reported the count for 2009 
that included 34 new technicians, 11 new 
general, and 4 new extra class licenses. And 
those numbers did not include the testing 
performed at the Columbus Hamfest or the 
other special testing events held for the year.
